Christians are not to go to war.

They have the most powerful weap­ 
on known in the world for their war 
fare. This does not signify that they 
may not put bolts 
and 
bars upon 
their doors to 
prevent 
robbery. 
It 
dees not signify that they may not 
call for liolice protection, for this is 
a thing they pay for in taxation and 
are entitled to according to the laws 
of the world.. They may not claim of 
their own nation anything 
that an 
alien might not claim, but they claim 
ah that an alien may claim. Indeed, 
christians are styled aliens, strand 
ors, foreigners, so far as the present 
government of the world is concern­ 
ed. Their citizenship

No Christian Nations. 
The Bible know nothing of chris­ 
tian nations or of a christian world. 
The Bible puts the christian as seph- 
mte aud distinct from the world and 
P*om all nations. Christians are a na­ 
tion, or a people, by themselves, in 
the same sense that the Jews are a 
nation, or a people, by themselves. 
“Ye are a royal priesthood, a holy 
ration, a peculiar people"—a people 
for a purpose.

lines of endeavor using foreign capi­

need small investments. 
They 
need them now* more than ever be­ 
fore. 
Millions and millions a year of new 
money* is required to finance exten­ 
sions immediately demanded. 
This 
market should and must be made up 
here at home. 
, Years ago the bonds of all our rail­ 
roads and public utilities required men 
of means. 
The bonds were issued in 
amounts of $1000 up so that the small 
investor had no opportunity 
to 
get 
a hold of it. 
Of late 
years, how­ 
ever. the corporations have been is­ 
suing their bonds in $500 denomina­ 
tions as well as in $100 denorainatons, 
so that the small investor can get just 
as ample security* and just as good 
returns as can the larger 
investor, 
and the railways and other public 
utilities need their help. 
With the closing of the stock 
ex­ 
change last July and the consequent 
stoppage of financial operations, con­ 
struction work ceased. 
Money could 
not be procured through the regular 
channels, interest rates rose skyward; 
an abrupt halt was called upon every 
form 
of 
development 
requiring 
money. 
Yet incomes, both net and gross, 
continued to increase. 
While every­ 
where pessimism, reigned, the public 
continued to use electricity. 
Large 
buyers of current, factories and big 
commercial undertakings, very nat­ 
urally curtailed, but tile public, t h e 
small consumer, kept the lights burn­ 
ing. 
Evidence of this fact is irrefutable. 
Mr. Alex Dow*, reported that earnings 
of the Detroit Edison company in Au- I 
gust this year w’ere 13 per cent great­ 
er than iii August, 1913. In September, 
they were 16 per cent greater. 
The 
consolidated earnings 
of 
properties 
controlled by H. M. By fleshy & Com­ 
pany were 10.7 per cent, net, greater 
in October of this y*ear than for the 
corresponding 
month 
a 
year ago; 
while for the ten months ending Octo­ 
ber 31, 1914, the net show’ed a 7 per 
cent increase over

corresponding 
period in 1913.

this issues is the report of a house wir­ 
ing campaign in Minneapolis, wherein 
is stated that the increase in this bus­ 
iness is 210 ]ier cent greater in Sep­ 
tember, 1914, than in 1913. American 
Power & Light company 
properties 
showed 21 per cent better iii Septem­ 
ber this year than last. New business 
in Toledo was something more than 
IOO per cent better during the first 
month of the European war than dur­ 
ing the 
similar 
month 
last 
year. 
Doherty properties report substantial 
increases, as do those of the Ameican 
Gas & Electric company. 
Everywhere this evidence piles up. 
The earnings of electric light and gas 
companies continue to hold even or to 
show’ increases in face of whatever 
pessimism may be abroad. The lights 
still burn, the motors 
turn, 
signs 
flash out their messages, household 
appliances add their mite to the gross 
and net. 
Whatever curtailments 
or 
decreases other industries may 
ac­ 
knowledge, ours at least, can only re­ 
port substantial progress. 
Yet we are poor, poor because of 
our prosperity. 
For to take oil the business that is 
offered, and to reach out after the 
business just beyond, require capital. 
And capital, in the manner of speak­ 
ing, is impossible to secure through 
regular channels at this time. 
One 
can not r o w *, take a sheaf of securities 
into Wall street and readily get the 
cash, even though the bond market 
is open. 
There are varied reasons, 
many of them highly technical and to 
the common run of mortals wholly in­ 
comprehensible, to account for this 
fact: but the fact is there. 
We need money for extensions and 
constructions. 
We can not secure it 
iii the good old-fashioned way. What 
to do? The solution which the south 
applied to a somewhat similar condi­ 
tion of its cotton market was the “buy 
a bale” movement.

lar of a well-known bond house is 
characteristic: 
“We have devised a plan which 
gives the salaried person an opportun­ 
ity to start with $100 or more and be­ 
come a% regular purchaser of invest­ 
ments of the better type. 
You can use $100 to purchase out­ 
right one $100 bond or note, or as an 
initial payment on four $100 bonds, 
we loaning you $300 at 6 per cent.

If 
payments are discontinued, securities 
paid for will be delivered, no loss be­ 
ing sustained. 
You can make the 
payments larger or smaller and con­

time. 
The advantages of the install­ 
ment purchase are these: 
You gain the difference between in­ 
terest on the securities and interest 
on the loan. 
If bought now, when securities are 
cheap, you gain in principal as prices 
rise. 
Today you can invest your money 
in safe types of securities which yield 
about 7 per cent, and which will be 
among the first to appreciate. 
On another page of the same cir­ 
cular, the bond merchant discusses 
the present condition of electric secur­ 
e r as follows: 
Bonds and notes of companies sup­ 
plying gas and electricity for light 
and power possess the essential qual­ 
ities of security of principal, fair in­ 
terest yield, and assured 
enhancing 
value. Therefore, these are the types 
of securities which should be bought 
at the present time, 
i 
Short term bonds or 
bond-secured 
notes of lighting companies strongly 
appeal to many. The reasons for this 
preference are two-fold, those which 
make the securities of lighting com­ 
panies as a class particularly desir­ 
able iii times of business depression 
and those wiiich relate to the special 
suitability of short terra forms of such 
securities under the present unprece­ 
dented conditions. The merits of light­ 
ing companies securities as a class 
are quite obvious: 
First: Lighting companies are but 
little affected by general 
business 
conditions. In previous periods of de­ 
pression the gross and net earnings 
of most lighting companies increased 
somewhat, while nearly every other 
class of public or private business ex­ 
perienced decreased income. The man­ 
ufacture and distribution of gas and 
electricity bas been greatly diversified 
and bas been extended in an infinite 
variety of small consumptive units. 
These small units lose an even or in­ 
creasing amount of energy under all 
circumstances. Consumption in larger 
units may be slightly affected, but ex­ 
tensions, additions and a broadening 
demand goes forward to some extent 
at all times. 
This is true because

Public service 
securities j 
have been rapidly growing in favor I 
during the last ten years, have gamed 
in stability and 
marketability, 
and 
have steadily risen in value.
